Medical authorities agree that the 
epidemic which prevailed in London 
a 1665 was what we now’ call bu­ 
bonic plague.

his “Black Death” was prevalent in 
/ai us parts of the world in ancient 
imes. The outbreaks wrere peculiarly 
violent then by reason of the condi- 
ions of poverty and the almost total 
absence of sanitation. 
It was the an­ 
cient medical welters who gave it the 
name of the plague. 
The mortality in London in 1665 
was appalling. Thousands were sw’ept 
iway by the dread malady, and there 
was a great exodus from the stricken 
city. Some of the medical authorities 
thought it had been brought into Lon­ 
don in bales of merchandise coming 
from Holland, w hich originally came j Lake Erie. 
from the Levant; others contended 
that it was brought in by Dutch pris­ 
oners of war.

Trolley Rail Tugboat. 
Tests of a new touring system, in­ 
vented by a German engineer. 
Herr 
Ross, have recently been made on the 
Dortmund 
Ems 
Canal, which 
give 
promise that the invention will be a 
success. 
An elastic rail is laid at the 
bottom of the canal, and the tugboat 
carries at its bottom four rollers which 
clasp this rail. These rollers are oper­ 
ated from the boat which is thus pro­ 
pelled. 
A large economy of power is 
claimed for this method. 
The experi­ 
mental tug is worked by electricity, 
the energy being obtained through a 
cable from an auxiliary boat equipped 
with a dynamo. This, however, is on­ 
ly an experiment, and 
in 
ordinary 
working a trolley wire would be In­ 
stalled alongside the canal. 
Electri­ 
cal ceration can obviously be re­ 
placed by crude oil motors, etc., each 
barge being fitted with a set of rollers 
acting on the rail.

oped many other interesting cases. 
For example: 
If a 
rifle 
equipped 
with a silencer is fired down a rail­ 
road track having telegraph 
poles 
along the side there is 
a 
distinct 
‘crack’ heard for each telegraph pole. 
If the rifle is fired from an open field 
with a tree or a clump of burlies at, 
say, 200 yards, there is heard a ‘crack’ 
from this clump of tree©. 
lf there are 
several detached clumps of trees or 
hushes over th© open field, there will 
be heard a ‘crack’ for each of them. 
lf, instead of firing parallel with the 
ground, the gun is elevated and fired 
straight up in the air, we hear no 
noise at all, except the fall of the ham­ 
mer and the ‘puff’ of th© gases escap­ 
ing from the silencer. 
“The reason for this is probably as 
follows: 
In the ordinary gun the re­ 
port noise is sa loud that it engulfs all 
other sounds, and we are conscious of 
nothing hut report noise Itself.

that we can hear the ‘bullet flight’ 
noise. 
This latter noise, being made 
out in the air beyond the gun, can 
come back to the shooter only by re­ 
flection.

held low* down, and the lower and j 
shorter pair of feelers nearly touched 
the blade, as if feeling the way. 
“At the moment when the sharp 
edge was reached the small feelers 
were fully extended toward It, and 
just at the very instant when I ex­ 
pected to see them cut off they were 
both instantly retracted. 
They were 
little more than a hair breadth away, 
and though the lower feelers possess 
no eyes, yet by their sudden move­ 
ment I was quite convinced that the 
snail a t that instant recognized dan­ 
ger. 
“Still the foot traveled 
on,

shal William Odum died here 
yes­ 
terday from a wound received in a 
revolver 
battle 
with 
Pot 
Smith, 
known as the bad man of Boneyard 
Woods. Smith also is dead. He shot 
Odum through the head after he had 
been shot through the lung by Day 
Marshal Mint Larkier. 
Benton and the surrounding terri­ 
tory are 
dry, 
but 
the authorities 
have never been able to check the 
sale of intoxicating liquor in the sec­ 
tion known as Boneyard Woods, just 
outside of the town limits. Then men 
engaged in this traffic are known as 
brot loggers, and are 
said 
to 
have 
looked upon Smith as a leader. 
Smith and five men from the Bone­ 
yard Woods district entered Benton 
Sunday night 
and 
announced 
that 
they had come to 
“get the town.” 
They went through the streets flour­ 
ishing revolvers and firing into the 
air. 
Odum and 
Tackler 
pleaded with 
che men to return 
home 
and 
they 
agreed to do so. Half an hour later 
they came hack more boisterous than 
before. 
Smith 
and 
Odum 
grappled 
and 
Smith took 
Odum’s 
revolver 
from 
him. He painted it at Hackler. 
Be­ 
fore Smith 
could 
pull the trigger 
Hackler fired. 
Smith fell to 
the 
sidewalk drop­ 
ping the revolver. 
Though tnortally 
wounded, he regained 
the 
revolver 
Mid shot Odum, who was going into 
the Hudson hotel to get another re­ 
volver. 
Smith died fifteen 
minutes 
later. 
Odum wms carried into the hotel and 
died there at 2 a. rn. 
Odum and Smith quarreled a week 
ago, when Smith 
and 
his followers 
invaded Benton. 
At that time Odum 
warned Smith that he would re-enter 
the town at his peril.
